The first consignment of finished 
product was turned out during the 
past week from the Pacific Color Com¬ 
pany’s plant, Vancouver.

German agents are 
hard at work creating discontent and 
preventing Canadian workers from 
staying on their jobs. 

Financial Post: Colonel Mackie’s 
campaign, which is nine-tenths “Save 
Lenine and Trotzky” and one-tenth 
‘‘Save theStarving Children,” argues 
that Canada should be grateful to 
Russia because during the war the 
Russians had placed $800,000,000 
of orders in Canada and the 
United States and that by showing 
our sympathy now Canada would get 
the inside track on the great business 
that is coming. As The Post pointed 
out, Colonel Mackie is as far astray 
in his facts as in the opinion of the 
saintliness of the group of murderers 
he is attempting to force Canadians to 
accept* The total business Canada re¬ 
ceived from Russia during the war 
was $12,657,000, a mere trifle in Can¬ 
ada’s foreign trade. It was also 
shown that Russia’s trade never 
amounted to more than a half of 1 
per cent, in Canada, or in the best of 
times more than 3-1-3 per cent, of 
British business. This week the Lon¬ 
don Times, according to press cables, 
‘akes up the subject and confirms The 
host’s criticism of Colonel Mackie for 
asking Canadian audiences of intel- 
igent people to bejieve any such non- 
;ense. The Times says that it does 
not believe that at any time within 
the next twenty years will a single 
3ritish workman be placed in employ¬ 
ment as the result of a trade agree¬ 
ment or treaties with the Bolshevist 
Tovemment. It simply declares there 
; s no trade to be done with Russia. 
Colonel Mackie, in his campaign for 
raising money for starving Russians, 
is showing himself an extraordinary 
-lever propagandist. No better plan¬ 
ned or more cleverly carried out 
scheme has ever been worked upon 
.he Canadian nation. Never before 
has a promoter been able to rope in 
he Prime Minister, and the leaders 
)f two oppositions, the Speaker oi the 
House, the Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court of Canada, as com¬ 
pletely as they have become en- 
' angled. The Germans did some very 
'lever things with the Canadias au- 
horities during the war. They were 
‘pikers” compared with the big Pem¬ 
broke promoter. The Germans work¬ 
ing through a New York banker, a

STOP AT THE 


TAXATION PROBLEMS 

In devising new sources of revenue, 
it is to be hoped that the late govern¬ 
ment’s policy of discouraging busi¬ 
ness, by discriminative taxing of pro¬ 
fits on capital enterprise, will not be 
continued. To curtail profits, to the 
extent that they are now curtailed by 
the higher reaches of the income tax, 
is simply to deter wealthy men from 
taking the risks incidental to new en¬ 
terprises, the success of which would 
benefit the whole community. 

The income tax method of raising 
revenue ean be made greatly more 
productive by applying it to a lower 
range of incomes and increasing the 
percentage on the smaller amounts. 

There are hundreds of thousands of 
unmarried men and women in this 
country who contribute practically 
nothing in direct taxation. The (1,000 
exemption to this class is too high. 
They are well able to afford $20 to 
$50 an income tax; much more able, 
for instance, than married men of the 
same age earning possibly twice as 
much, who are contributing to the 
wealth of the nation by pro-creating 
and supporting families. The lower¬ 
ing of the exemption from $1,000 to, 
say, $600 will not be a hardship, be¬ 
cause the purchasing power of an In¬ 
come of $1,000 this year will approx¬ 
imate that of $1,500 in 1920. 

The customs revenue cannot be 
greatly expanded except by an ex¬ 
pansion of imports which is not de¬ 
sirable; the sales tax, while tolerable 
so long as it remains at a very low 
percentage, would become destructive 
to business if it were much increased. 

Consideration might well be given 
to the following potential .revenue 
sources: 

Tax on Confectionery—The con¬ 
sumption of chocolates and candies is 
enormous. A revenue stamp of 10 per 
ce,1 V on their retail selling price on 
every box (similar to the cigar tax) 
should yield several million dollars. 

Tax on Ice Cream—Ice cream sold 
in the brick might carry a 10 per cent, 
revenue stamp on the carton. Ice 
cream is a luxury for which people 
who want it should be well able to pay. 
Other ice cream confections, sold over 
the counter at 10c, 20c and upwards, 
should be sold with a war tax check 
the same as theatre tickets. 

Tax of lc on Packages of Chewing 
Cum, Chocolate Bars and all ‘‘Soft” 
Drinks—The revenue from this 
source will help to make up for the 
loss of revenues previously received 
fi om the sale of alcoholic beverages. 

Automobiles-^-'A Federal tax of $10 
a year on automobiles, except trac¬ 
tors and trucks. 

Patent Medicines—On increase in in¬ 
land, revenue stamp duty on all patent 
medicines, cosmetics and similar 
proprietary articles. Many new patent 
medicines containing alcohol have 
come upon the market since the ad¬ 
vent of prohibition. 

Magazines and Periodicals entering 
the country from the United States 
might be taxed up to about 20 per 
cent of the sale price. “ 

Hotel Bills—A 2 per cent, tax on 
hotel bills (exempting bona fide com¬ 
mercial travellers) as is the custom 
all over Europe—except that in Eu¬ 
rope the tax is nearer 10 per cent. 

Gramophone and Player Piano 
Records—A 10 per cent, tax stamp, to 
be affixed to each record. 

The foregoing are, in our opinion, a 
few of the most obvious methods of 
taxation which will bear least hardly 
upon the public. There will be pro¬ 
testations, and ""interested parties 
doubtless will endeavour to prove that 
ice-cream, chocolates, and so forth are 
the only nourishing foods for widows 
and orphans; nevertheless, a partial 
decrease in consumption because of the 
taxes will be more beneficial to the 
national exchequer than distressing to 
the public health.

THE LEGISLATURE 

^ - 

The first session of the new legis¬ 
lature was brought to a close on 
Tuesday night at 11 o’clock, when the 
lieutenant-governor prorogued the 
house. It is expected that a short fall 
session will be held to "deal with the 
matter of the income tax. 

A total of 98 bills Was passed during 
the session. This is somewhat larger 
in number than formerly, but this 
year the new government adopted the 
practice of introducing many of the 
small amending acts as separate bills, 
instead of grouping them all together 
in the one bill known as the Statute 
Law amendments, which was gener¬ 
ally the custom. This made the num¬ 
ber of bills larger than in former 
years, but it provided a more con¬ 
venient method of dealing with legis¬ 
lation and a more convenient method 
of reference in future. 

During the last hours of the session, 
a division occured on the first reading 
I of the act, to provide a tax on gaso¬ 
line, which resulted in a vote of 40 to 
9 for the act The act imposes a tax 
of 2 cents a gallon, to be collected 
from the first vendor of the gasoline 
in the province. 

The death 6f C. O. Wright, member 
of the legislature for Ribstone, took 
place Tuesday at midnight, shortly 
after the session had prorogued. He 
had been ill with pneumonia for less 
than a week. The funeral took place 
at Hughenden, Mr. Wright’s home, the 
premier and other ministers and mem¬ 
bers being in attendance. Mr. Wright’s 
death now makes three vacancies in 
the legislature, the other two being 
that of Whitford, formerly represent¬ 
ed by A. S. Shandro, and that of 
Sedgwick, JformeMy represented by 
Hoa Chat. Stewart. 


OPTIMISM 

A more optimistic feeling is ap¬ 
parent in the reports from all parts 
of Canada on business conditions. In 
the eastern provinces, particularly, is 
this the case. Here, in spite of the 
fact that inactivity in some lines still 
persists, the general outlook is im¬ 
proving, and it gives promise of bet¬ 
terment as the spring advances. A 
fairly large number of manufacturers 
are experiencing a slight revival in 
business, the impetus of which is ex¬ 
tending, in some measure, to the 
wholesale and to the retail trade. In 
the West the movement is not so pro¬ 
nounced, but here, too, there is some 
ground for encouragement, so that 
taking it by and large it would seem 
that a return to somewhat more nor¬ 
mal conditions in trade is looked for 
throughout Canada. But the present 
period is one of transition. 

As the situation in tHe West is so 
much affected by the harvest, the 
final figures of the various crops, 
that now are available, will throw 
some light on conditions at the pre¬ 
sent time. 

The total yield of the 1921 wheat 
crop is finally estimated at 300,868,100 
bushels for the entire Dominion, from 
a sown area of over 23,000,000 acres. 
This is an increase in yield of 14 per 
cent over the previous year. The total 
value of the crop, however, is estim¬ 
ated at about 243 million dollars, 
which is 43 per cent lower than the 
estimated value of the 1920 crop. 
This statement emphasizes the drastic 
decline in the price of wheat that oc¬ 
curred during the aytumn months of 
1921. Indeed, it will be remembered 
that there was an almost continual 
decline in the price from the autumn 
of 1920 up to the beginning of 1922. 
And what were the results to the 
farmer? In 1920 when prices were 
falling it was the general policy of 
the farming community to h61d the 
crop in the hope of obtaining higher 
prices. But instead of that hope be¬ 
ing realized, only lower- prices were 
reported with each succeeding month. 
The result was that a large part of 
the 1920 crop was sold at tba lowest 
figure of the year. 

Then when the 1921 crop came m> uc 
marketed, the farmers, yi view of the 
experience of the previous* year, sold 
the great bulk of their wheat at the 
low prices that were prevailing last 
autumn. The present year of 1922 
has witnessed a marked improvement 
in the price of wheat, but for the 
most part the farmers have not bene¬ 
fited by it to the extent that might 
have been expected because a con¬ 
siderable proportion of the crop was 
sold before the prices improved. • 

Nevertheless, the recent improve¬ 
ment in prices of certain agricultural 
products has had the effect, in some 
sections, of inducing slight business 
activity. This appears to have been 
the case more particularly in outlying 
districts where the wheat had not all 
been sold, and firmer markets called 
out the surplus, enabling the farmer 
to liquidate his obligations. A similar 
situation existed also, to some extent 
at least, with respect to livestock. 


NEWS BULLETIN 

Important provisions in the new 
Tax Sale Relief Act, just passed by 
the Legislature, which provide for ex¬ 
tension of time fbr redemption of 
certain lands from tax sales, are 
called to the attention of residents of 
the municipalities. Under this new 
act, the time for redemption of all 
lands included in plans registered in 
the Land Titles Offices and all lands 
included in the corporate limits of 
towns and villages, has been extended 
until May 1st of this year. In this 
connection, the secretary-treasurer of 
a town, or village or municipality is 
required to publish a notice to this 
effect twice in a publication, in the 
district or in one which has a general 
circulation in the district, and to call 
attention to the fact that lists of 
these lands so in arrears can be pro¬ 
cured from him. 

In the case of farm fands which 
were included in the 1920 tax sale, the 
time for redemption is extended until 
next November 1st, and the procedure 
in this connection is outlined in the 
new act In the case of cities, the 
same procedure applies as in the case 
of towns and villages. 

Alfred Chard, freight traffic super¬ 
visor of the Provincial Government, 
who has been studying the question of 
grain marketing gives it as his 
opinion that a great deal of the loss 
suffered by fanners in dockages on 
grain shipments could be saved by es¬ 
tablishment of grain cleaning and 
drying facilities at prairie terminal 
points, such as Calgary and Edmonton 
for westbound shipments, and Saska¬ 
toon for eastbound shipments. This 
would be a matter, he states, which 
would have to be taken up with the 
Dominion government. At present 
dockage amounts to anything from 2 
to 8 or 10 per cent, on a car of grain. 
If proper facilities were established at 
terminal points on the prairies, the 
farmers would be saved freight on this 
dockage, and would have the screen¬ 
ings immediately available for feed¬ 
ing purposes, jelose to home. This 
proposal is favorably viewed by Hon. 
Geo. Hoadley, minister of agriculture, 
and by Hon. V. W. Smith, minister of 
railways. It appears all y the more 
urgent in view of the rapid develop¬ 
ment of the western route for grain 
from Alberta. ^

Trade-at-home Campaign 

Power of Dollar is Easily Shown 


. It is rather a wonderful thing, when you 
stop to think about it, what one lone dollar 
will do if it is kept at work. This has been 
illustrated in a striking manner on several 
occasions by means of a very simple experi¬ 
ment. If ydu want to see just how important 
a role a silver dollar or a dollar bill plays in 
the life of a community here is the way to do 
it. Just attach a tag to the dollar and turn 
it loose, with the request that every person 
who recives the dollar make a note on the tag 
as to how he received it. The result will be 
an eye. opener. 

Here is the way it works: Smith, the lum¬ 
ber dealer, who first possesses the dollar, buys 
some groceries from Brown and pays for them 
with the dollar. About that time Jones the 
plumber, who had done work for Brown, 
sends his collector around and Brown pays 
the bill with this dollar. Jones owes Green, 
the printer, a small advertising bill, so he 
sends this dollar with possibly some others, 
to Green to pay his bill. Green had j’jst put 
the dollar in his cash drawer when in comes 
Black, the milkman, to whom Green owes a 
dollar for milk delivered at his house. Green 
takes the dollar out of his cash drawer and 
pays Black. For some time Black has owed 
White, the carpenter, for some work done on 
his dairy house, so he takes the dollar that 
Green has paid him and pays up what he owes 
White. White still owes for some lumber 
that he bought from Smith, the lumber dealer 
so he takes the dollar, and squares up his ac¬ 
count with Smith. Smith now has his dollar 
back. Brown has been able to pay his plum- 
bill. Jones has sqared up with Jhe printer, 
and so on, around the circle. You should be 
>as loyal to your community as to your name. 
WHAT MIGHT HAVE HAPPENED 

Now suppose that Smith, instead of buying 
his groceries from Brown, had purchased them 
from a mail order house in a distant city and 
sent his dollar to pay for them. Brown would 
not have had that dollar to pay Jones, the 
plumber; Jones could not have paid his print¬ 
ing bill; the printer would have had to stand 
off the milkman; White the carpenter, would 
not have got the money for the work he had 
done for the milkman, and Smith would not 
have got the money owed hirii for lumber. 

Ihis is all so simple that it requires no stu¬ 
dent of economics or professor of mathema¬ 
tics to figure it out. Anyone can see that 
when Smith sends that dollar to Winnipeg or 


some other city where the mail order houses 
flourish, that dollar is gone so far as Smith 
and Jones and Green and the rest of the 
people in Smith’s town Ire concerned. That 
dollar will never come back to pay any bills in 
Smith’s town. And the thing that stands out 
most striking, but is more often overlooked, 
is that Smith, the man wh« first spends the 
dollar, is hurt just as much when he sends 
that dollar out of town as is the home grocer 
from whom he might have bought his grocer¬ 
ies. 

Now just multiply this one dollar by a hun¬ 
dred or a thousand or ten thousand. One 
dollar may not seem to make much difference 
in the average town, but a thousand dollars 
or even fibtjdred dollars does make a differ¬ 
ence. Just as one dollar will pay a dozen or 
a hundred small bills, a hundred or a thousand 
dollars will pay a dozen or hundred big bills. 

♦•When Brown, the grocery man, owes a thou¬ 
sand dollars and can’t pay it, he is headed for 
the bankruptcy courts. When Jones, the 
plumber, can’t collect the money which is due 
him from Brown or maybe a dozen Browns, 
he is headed in the same direction as Brown. 
And so it goes all around the circle until it’s 
hits Smith or a dozen Smiths who have sent 
their money out of town to add to the fortune 
of the mail order men' 

BUYER ONE WHO IS HURT 

Thus, it will be seen that this buy-at-home 
proposition is really a selfish one with the 
man who bqys the goods. He is not hurting 
the home merchant when he sends his money 
out of town, any mbre than he is hurting him¬ 
self. 

Every sensible man knows that his liveli¬ 
hood depends upon whether business in his 
town is good or not, If business is not good, 
he cannot make a good living for himself and 
his family, no matter how hard he may work 
and business cannot be good if the business 
men in the town are not making money. This 
is a proposition for every man and woman in 
the community. By sDending their money 
at home they are helping the home merchant 
only incidently. They are buttering their 
own bread. When they send their money to 
the mail order house, they are not only hurt¬ 
ing the home merchant incidently but—a 
thing more important to them—they are like¬ 
ly to be taking the bread out of the mouths of 
their own children.
